| Papers Declare. ‘Kaiser. Tried 
Maintain Peace Until 
Last Minute 


(Capital Leased Wire.) 

Berlin, Aug. 22.-A laconic despaten 
of seven words announcing the entry 
of Germans into Brussels is the only 
news regarding the occupution of the 
Keigian capital yet published here, 

The military authorities ure content- 
ing themselves with a brevity of an- 
nouncement surpassing that said to 
have been employed by the late Field 
Marshal Von Moltke, 

The Berlin papers express admiration 
for the swiftness of the German ad- 
vance, but muke no comment on the 
German tactics. They occupy them- 
seives almost solely with the corres- 
pondence between Prince Henry of 
Prussia, King George and Emperor 
William, which was exchanged just 
before war was declared and was pub- 
lished for the first time yesterday. 

The papers are unanimous in the 
opinion that these documents, with the 
despatches exchanged by Emperor of 
Russia and the German empcror prove 
completely that Gremany, until the last 
moinent, sought her utmost to maintain 
peace with Russia and France. 

Germany, it is declared, desired to 
prevent war with France, and sought 
only a guarantee of French neutrality, 
England, however, refused to help in 
obtaining such guarantee, and there- 
fore it is reason England fn the first 
place was the cause of the war between 
France and Germany,

Philadelphia, Aug. ¢ 22,—Loaded to the 
limit with coal food supplies, the North 


German Lioyd steamship Brandenburg 
is steaming down the Delaware river 
bound for Bergen, Norway. This is the 
destination given In the clearance pa- 
pers, and the captain says the journey 
will require about two months. Despite 
the protests of the British ambassador 
in Washington, who declared that the 
Brandenburg is an auNiliary cruiser of 
the German navy, local customs au- 
thorities gave her clearance papers. 
Navay men believe the vessel muy pro- 
ceed slowly down the Delaware river, 
end when she reaches the Atlantic 
ocean, 100 miles away, hug the three 
mile limit until a favorable oppor- 
tunity is presented for a dash seaward. 
The Brandenburg is slow, and her 
only chance for safety lies in protec- 
tion by German cruisers. 

When the Brandenburg sailed her 
Appearance was changed so that old 
mariners failed to recognize her as the 
sume vessel, Her buff color had been 
painted black and paints had altered 
the apeparance of her hull, In her 
hold were 5,500 tons of coal, an addi- 
tional 1,000 in her bunkers, and between 
decks were stored 2,800 tons of sup- 
plies said to be mostly foodstuffs, 

Luxuriously appointed staterooms 
were loaded to their fullest capacity 
with coal, and the air of merchantman 
and passenger boat which she formerly 
possessed was gone, 

It was stated that prior to the de- 
parture of the vessel Captain Schmedtz 
was superceded in command by Cap- 
tain Dietrich, on orders from Berlin. 
Captain Dietrich is attached to the 
German navy auxiliary, He command- 
ed a Japanese warship during the 
Tiusso-Japanese war an. look partih 
the siege of Vladivostok. 

As soon as the Brandenburg started

Foreigners’ Lives | in Danger— 
Dutch Government Takes 
Measures for Protection 


(Capital Leased Wire.) 

London, Aug, 22.—(12:30 p.m.)-—The 
correspondent at Amsterdam of the 
Reuter Telegram company has sent in 
the following account of the present sit- 
uation at Liege which he obtained from 
the Rotterdam Courant, which in turn 
wot the story from its correspondent at 
Maastricht; 

The firing of a shot from a_ private 
house on the Quas des Pecheurs in 
Liege yesterday was the signal for 
widespread bombardment and arson on 
the part of the German army of occu- 
pation, the Maastricht correspondent 
says: “The situation of the population 
of Liege became extremely perilous. 
Immediately the shot was fired the 
Germans opened up with their machine 
guns, destroyed 20 houses and killed 
the inmates of ten other houses, 

“In addition to the war tribute of 
$10,000,000 levied upon the province and 
city, Liege has been mulcted an addi- 
tional $2,000,000, the German army ad- 
ministration having seized this amount 
of cash in private banks, 

“All citizens have been ordered to 
hand over their arms and at the same 
time, the peasants have been invited 
to return to the country and begin har- 
vesting. 

“The lives of foreigners in Liege are 
in danger. There are a great) many 
Dutchmen in Liege and the Dutch gov- 
ernment is taking measures for their 
protection.” 

In the conclusion the correspondents 
says that Prince Eitle Friederick, sec- 
ond son of Emperor Willlam, has left 
Liege.

With this knowledge | forced to remain Inactive. The battle 


was going against us, Retreat was 
the only solution, as the enemy was not 
prepared to give up the heights of Al- 
sace without a struggle and had 
brought up a large force for its de- 
fence. 

“Our object was to take up a new 
base in the shelter of Belfort. The 
enemy suffered severely from our ar- 
tillery. Their howitzer battery caused 
us much trouble. Accordingly General 
Pau determined to give battle while the 
enemy seemd inclined »ather than to 
continue the skirmishing. 

“The battle front was less extended 
than on the previous week. The Ger- 
man line of retreat lay by the canal 
leading up to the Rhine. When the at- 
tack commenced Thann and Danne- 
marie were the objective points. The 
fight was sharp and decisive and the 
Germans were driven out. They set 
fire to the greater part of the towns 
before leaving. 

“General Pau next gave an order to 
attack in the direction of Mulhausen. 
At the same time our left began an at- 
tack in the direction of Colmar and 
Neu Breisach and our right began its 
march on Altkirch. Our left and right 
also menaced the line of the German 
retreat before Mulhausen. Four Ger- 
man batteries were abandoned and our 
men, limbering up the guns, captured 
24 of the enemy's guns.

TIME THE VITAL ELEMENT 
IN THE EUROPEAN WAR. 

Although pretty effectively screened by the censor, the des- 
patches covering the progress of the war in Europe make it plain that 
the Germans are steadily progressing across Belgium and hope to en- 
ter France in its north-eastern corner, that the Austrians are coming 
to the assistance of Germany in such force as to engage the French 
at the southern end of the 250-mile line, and that the Russians are 
coming into Prussia from the east with an immense army which 
should sweep across Germany with irresistable force. The thing thus 
becomes a race. Will France, Great Britain and Belgium be able to 
hold the German and Austrian forces back on the French frontier un- 
til the Russians get into the heart of Germany and strike Berlin; or 
will the Germans be able to hold the Russians until the kaiser’s war 
machine crashes its way through to Paris and has time to wheel clear 
across the map to meet the Russians, - 

It will probably take weeks to tell. The great battle on the 
French frontier has yet not more than commenced, so far as the des- 
patches indicate, and this battle certainly will not be a matter of hours, 
but may be of weeks, or even months. How many men are engaged 
the despatches do not say, nor what the effect. of the various losses 
and wins as the armies waver backward and forward, But recent 
wars make it evident that the result will be same considerable time in 
doubt, and that even with a general victory for either side in this en- 
gagement the final result will be by no means certain. At the great- 
est modern battle, Mukden, which was carried forward on a line more 
than 60 miles in length, continuous fighting lasted 16 days, and even 
then the result was not sufficiently decisive for the Japs to follow up 
what was described as a general rout of the Russians, Beside the 
great battle now in progress in Belgium and along the French fron- 
tier, the Mukden affair sinks into miniature and all comparisons must 
be enlarged. 

If it should transpire, however, that in this battle the Germahs 
and Austrians are driven back, or even held in check, it may be safely 
concluded that the finish is in sight for the kaiser and all that he repre- 
sents. With the Germans stopped or on the defensive, the end might 
not come for many months, possibly for years, but it would be inevit- 
able, At this juncture time is the vital element, and in respect of time 
Germany is already behind her schedule. When they should have 
been into Paris, according to the German plan, the soldiers of Ger- 
many are not yet into France. But the Russians are into Prussia. If 
the kaiser’s army can be held long enough on the French frontier, or 
even between there and Paris, they will never get back to Berlin. 

Such an outcome would lead to the fulfilment of Napoleon’s 
prophecy: “Europe all republican or all Cossack,” with the odds in 
favor of the former.

THE PASSING OF 
“THE PEOPLE’S POPE,” 

By the death of Pope Pius X. one of the noblest personalities of 

the century and one of the world’s most beautiful characters has pass- 
ed away. : 
To him the greatest tribute that could have been paid was ten- 
dered unconsciously by the world when, by popular consent, he was 
called “the people’s pope.”’ Notwithstanding that his own great tal- 
ents and a combination of most happy circumstances led him from 
humble position to that of head of the greatest religious organization 
of all the ages, Pius to the last retained the kindness of soul which 
placed him en rapport with the struggling millions who constituted 
his enormous flock. The very story of his passing out makes it plain 
that the consuming sympathy which was the keynote of his whole 
existence brought the tragedy of afflicted Europe to his bedside and 
laid upon his frail body and kindliness of spirit greater sorrow than 
he could bear. To him, with the world literally at his feet, with all 
the pomps and prodigalities at his command, with princes and kings 
seeking the favor of his court, the purple and crimson of rank and 
circumstance held less of appeal than the simple annals of the poor. 
Just as his sister remained the dressmaker and a brother the village 
postmaster, he remained to the last the unaffected parish priest with 
an outlook on life based on simple-hearted humanitarism. 

It is not necessary to embrace the faith of which he was the em- 
bodiment or to endorse the institution of which he was the head to 
realize that at this time the world has need of such men as Pope Pius 
in the seats of the mighty. In him humanity had a friend at court. 
His passing is a universal loss.

AGRICULTURE AND FINANCE 
IN TIME OF WAR. 

According to the most reliable estimates, the three western pro- 
vinces this year will harvest 172,000,000 bushels of wheat, 210,000,- 
000 bushels of oats, 47,000,000 bushels of barley and 10,700,000 
bushels of flax. The number of hogs, cattle and sheep on the farms 
in Western Canada is undoubtedly greater this year than ever before, 
and, except in some districts, they are in better condition. Southern 
\lberta, southwestern and northwestern Saskatchewan have been hit 
badly by the drought, and in large sections the crop will yield 
nothing at all. But in practically the whole of Alberta north of Cal- 
gary the crop condition is excellent. All danger from frost is now 
past, the grain is coming along beautifully in the clear, warm weather 
of the past few days, and where harvesting is not already general it 
will be within the next week or ten days. War prices for all products 
will prevail and the value of the crops per acre for one hundred miles 
around Edmonton promises to be the greatest in history, while the 
aggregate return for the whole of the west, notwithstanding the failure 
of some districts, promises to be considerably above the aggregate of 

iny past year. 

Upon any basis of crop values, most especially as far as the 
Edmonton district is concerned, there is absolutely no grounds what- 
ever for pessimism. Gn the contrary, the outlook is exactly the op- 
posite, In the face of this, we find business impaired by almost a 
total disappearance of credit. 

If Canada’s financial fabric could stand the shock of an Eu- 
ropean war as well as Canada’s agricultural industry promises to sus-

tain the credit of the country in the face of it, this country would be}

London, Aug. 22.—Very little has yet 
become known of the operations of 
the early part of the week which put 
the German army between the Belgian 
forces and the French and enabled the 
Jermans to occupy Brussels. It Is sup- 
posed the Germans must have brought 
up very strong forces behind their cav- 
alry screens and that a severe battle 
must have been fought to compel the 
Belgians to abandon Brussels and retire 
on Antwerp. 

Whether or not the French forces are 


engaged with the Helgians ts not 
known. 
No information is available as to 


whether the Germans now intend to 
devote themselves to the task of re- 
ducing Antwerp or to an endeavor to 
force their way southward into France. 
It seems, however, that the determin- 
ation is to attack the Belgian army of 
some 150,000 men, who are stfll in or 
about Antwerp. The Germans already 
are advancing in the direction of Ghent. 
They have occupied Alost, fifteen miles 
north of Brussels, and Wetteren, eight 
miles southeast of Ghent, and aparently 
intend to overrun the whole of north- 
ern Belgium to the sea,
